"Suffrage sentiment in th** senate is 
strong enough to warrant us in re­ 
doubling our efforts to secure national 
legislation, and the amendment pro-; 
posed by Senator Shaforth w ill meet 
many of the objections raised during 
the debate, and the cause of suffrage 
will he far advanced if we can secure 
favorable action on this resolution dur­ 
ing the present session.
